Washington, Sept. 1-1.—It was of- 


ficially announced that the sailors 
who wore landed at Havana from the 
United Status cruiser Denver were or- 
dered to immediately return to their 
vessel, except a small guard left at 
the United States legation. This ac- 
tion followed-the receipt of an official 
report by Acting Secretary of State 
Bacon from Mr. Siecper. the United 
States charge d'affaires at Havana re- 
garding the lauding* of marines. 


Sleeper's report was not made pub- 


lic but it was announced afterward 
thr.t tilt- sailors.wore lauded from the 
Denver solely and simply for the pro- 
tection of the lives'and property of 
citizens of tho United States; that 
such action was in pursuance of a 
discussion between Mr. Sleeper the 
charge and the naval commander with 
the belief that it w::s a wise precau- 
tion looking to the protection of the 
lives and property of Americans. 
There was no intention, it is stated, 
to do otherwise .than to 
safeguard 


Unite:! States interests and the serv- 
ices of the :-ai!ors{werc to be utilized 
only in case, of disorders within the 
city which threatened such interests. 
That the lauding in any way content-, 
plated the protection of either the Cu- 
ban governmcat-.jpr the insurrectos, 
or President Palmu.or any other per* 
sons .than citizens of the 
United 


States was disclaimed officially aiid it 
was pointed out. that this fact could 
not be eniphaniz-'d too strongly. 


Tho lauding of tho blue jackets of 


the Denver on Cuban.soil and their 
camping in front of President Pulma's 
palace in Havana, in anticipation of 
possible attack or uprising caused the 
most profound interest in official cir- 
cles here, it was stated on official au- 
thority that instructions to the offi- 
cials were such that tho armed force 
would not have been sent ashore from 
the Denver on the initiative 'of the 
naval coinmaniU-r. but only *>y a re- 
quest coming through Mr. Sleeper, 
who perhaps is berter acquainted with 
the internal situation than any naval 
officer. 
It had been .the expressed 


hope of tho "iVaM'ington officials that 
no such eventuality as that which ne- 
cessitated the landing of (roops would 
arise. 


Tho Denver was despatched to Cuba 


under ins! ructions communicated to 
the vessel by whv'.ess telegraph while 
till? vessel WMS proceeding down the 
Atlantic const.

Havana. Sept. !-!.—Before the poo- 


pie of Havana could- realize what wns 
taking plac-,-, 120 marines were lauded 
from the United States cruiser Den- 
ver and encamped iu front of the pres- 
idential palace. 


The Denver which originally an- 


chored further up the bay dropped 
down to a position abreast of the foot 
of O'Reilly street and in front of the 
offices of the captain of the port, so 
as to be conveniently near the de- 
tachment sent ashore and close at 
hand in case of need. 


Tho whole business was done so 


quietly and quickly that it caused the 
greatest surprise. The reason for the 
sudden lauding of the United States 
sailors was a conference 
between 


President Palraa,-.Mr. Sleeper and 
Commander Colwell. Mr. Sleeper ask- 
ed the president the direct question 
whether ho considered the govern- 
ment able to protect all American, in- 
terests in Havana unaided. The pres- 
ident replied that he hoped the gov- 
ernment would be able to do so, but 
suggested that it might be advisable 
as a measure of precaution in the in- 
terests of Americans as well as for 
the maintenance of order in general 
to land marines at some convenient 
point, suggesting the Plaza De Armas. 


•_ Mr. :Sl.eeperv_and ..Commander. ICpl- 
well after a brief conference decided 
that the landing should be made and 
the detachment began coming ashore 
with arms, ammunition and camp par- 
aphernalia. Two hours later the com- 
missary outfit followed. 


Questioned whether their duties on 


shore would simply be protection of 
American interests or defense of the 
palace and President Palma, officers 
of the detachment unanimously re- 
plied, that if the town should be at- 
tacked or if an uprising occurred in 
the city they undoubtedly would have 
something to do regardless of the fine 
question as to who.attacked. 


The United States flag was hoisted 


inside of the low stone coping sep- 
arating 
the 
castle grounds 
from 


O'Reilly street, which thoroughfare 
passes between the camp and the 
plaza De Armas. The United States 
sailors were armed with regulation ri- 
fles except a few who carry revolvers 
or carbines. Two field howitzers and 
two rapid firing guns were sent ashore 
with the sailors and point across the 
little park, a significant warning to 
anyone 
approaching the executive 


headquarters of the Cuban govern- 
ment with hostile intent. ' 


Commander Colwell suggested that 


if quiet continued, the sailors from 
the Denver might return on board 
ship. 
President Palma however, ur- 


gently requested that they remain 
where they are. The president ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the influence 
the presence of the blue jackets was 
producing and said he considered it a 
guarantee against an attack on or an 
uprising in Havana.

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Surgical Tests Have Stop- 


ped Criminal 


Trend. 


Following out tlic theories of the 


country's foremost physicians and the 
recent rulings of tin- juvenile courts, 
the Pennsylvania Society to Protect 
Children From Criu'lty. working in con- 
junction with Director Coi>Hu of the 
bureau of health and charities ami 
Chief Abbott of the bureau of health, 
baa instituted the practice of perform- 
ing operations upon liie children given 
into its charge where medical opinion is 
rendered that such a course is likely to 
prevent a criminal career, says a Phil- 
adelphia special dispatch to the New 
York Herald. 
. The first subjects of these experi- 
ments were recently operated on at the 
infirmary of the society in Philadel- 
phia, which was the first organization 
of its kind in the Vnited States to adopt 
this course. In all seven children were 
put under the knife by a number of 
Philadelphia's most prominent sur- 
geons, who performed operations of 
varied natures, from the most delicate 
to ones of minor importance, calcu- 
lated to improve the mental and moral 
condition of the patients. 


There were two operations on brains, 


three on eyes and two minor operations 
for nervousness, and all, it is believed, 
will be successful. 


The children are but a few of the 


number examined by Dr. L. C. Weasels 
and Dr. A. C. Butcher, detailed to tho* 
task by Director Coplin, ami a number 
of similar operations will be performed 
within a short time with the same pur- 
pose in view. Thus far only those chil- 
dren have been examined who are in 
the, temporary custody of the society. 
Where such children are found by the 
examining physicians to be apparently 
destined to a criminal career through 
some physical defect the parents of the 
children arc consulted, and if permis- 
sion Is obtained the operation is per- 
formed. The obtaining of the parental 
consent is compulsory under the law.

have been going on, the most minute 
Inquiries being made by the examining 
physicians into the past history of the

ing surgeons, repoits that he has. dis- 
covered a surprisingly largo number 
of cases of fo?ble imudedues» iimoug 
children snpposovl to be the victims of 
cruelty, who are really in n condition 
bordering closely upon imbecility and 
calling for constant and patient c.ire 
of a character their bu\v parents arc 
unable to give them. It Is proposed 
that these childien in many cases >liull 
be sent to the institution for the feeble 
minded which is to be built at Spring 
City, where the evil can be corrected 
to a great extent and perhaps result 
in the total cure of the children, who 
would otherwise be turned out upon 
the world misunderstood and regarded 
as common criminals. It is believed 
that the criminal instinct in their 
brains caused by the defect, would in- 
crease as they grow older. 


Medical men in Philadelphia are 


greatly interested in the new and un- 
precedented move of the society, and 
the most prominent of Philadelphia sur- 
geons have volunteered their services 
iu the cause. 


Dr. J. II. Burtenshaw of New York 


remarked that such experimental oper- 
ations as those detailed from Philadel- 
phia had been conducted in various In- 
sane hospitals and in prisons with fa- 
vorable results, lie thought that Phil- 
adelphia, and Philadelphia physicians 
and surgeons, led by Dr. S. Weir Mit- 
chell and Dr. A. C. Abbott, had accom- 
plished more with these operations than 
any other city. 


He knew, through a young student 


friend, that much had been tried along 
thersame line with excellent results iu 
a Toronto hospital. Children -with de- 
monstrated criminal tendencies, chil- 
dren already sent to reformatories, 
had been operated upou in the last two 
years with distinct and beneficial re- 
sults. He said that it frequently had 
been found that children with bad tend- 
encies not inherited could be some- 
what deprived of these tendencies by 
an operation on the skull. 


There would be found a niatti?g to- 


gether of the membranes of the oraln 
close to or adhering to the skull in 
such casts usually^ If the surgeons 
were successful in locating where that 
condition had developed—sometimes it 
ileveloped from an accidental blow—an 
•pernticn would relieve it. 


"Of course." Dr. Burtenshaw re- 


tonrkcd. "the work at present is tenta- 
tive and in a way experimental, but 
there have been definite and hopeful 
results in changing tendencies not in- 
herited." 


Dr. \V. B. Noycs of Columbus hos- 


pital, in New York, said that in certain 
cases any sort of an operation would 
sometimes stir a brain with benefit 


"In any case where there is a normal 


defect which may be due to an obvious 
injury to the head. It is well recognized 
that it is good surgerj to operate. If 
there is a depression of the skull or 
other indication which might benr re- 
lation to the criminal tendency or the 
wenkmiudcdncss present in the patient 
an operation is justified, but scarcely 
otherwise." 


Dr. Coerr of Roosevelt hospital, in 


New York, said that the Philadelphia 
operations were interesting and the re- 
sults would be noted. 


"As to operations on the brain for the 


purpose of i-orrectuifr criminal instinct. 
we believe as a rule that it is all rot 
and partakes of chic.incry. AVc cannot 
create a now man or change the par- 
ticular character of an individual's 
brain. As to the operations on the eyes 
and other parts of the body, we deal 
•with a purely physiological^ question
